NEW PUSH FOR TOBRUK 


CAIRO, Monday.—The Middle East 
War communiqué states :— 

“Heavy fighting continues. The 
enemy are attacking our positions near 
Acroma in an attempt to isolate the 
troops remaining in the Gazala salient. 
The battle has become fluid, with the 
Germans attacking northwards from 
Trigh Capuzzo and our mobile forces, 
in turn, attacking their rear from the 
south. 

‘The enemy has been cleared from 
eastwards of El Adem. The Eighth 
Army 1s counter-attacking vigorously, 
and is in process of adjusting its dis- 
positions to meet developments.”’ 


BOMBING RAIDS 

The R.A.F. Middle East communiqué 
states :'— 
_ ‘Fighter and bomber aircraft were 
in action over the forward area of 
Cyrenaica on Sunday, 14th, when two 
JU 87’s and one JU 88, which were 
attempting to attack our shipping off 
Tobruk, were shot down. Bomber air- 
craft successfully attacked enemy 
motor transport and tanks near 
Acroma, while during a dusk raid on 
the main landing ground at Derna 
large fires were seen to break out among 
enemy aircraft in the dispersal areas. 
The same landing ground was subjected 
to a heavy and. effective attack during 
Saturday night. During the same night 
enemy aircraft unsuccessfully attacked 
objectives in the Mersa Matruh, 
Maaten-Bagush and Fuka areas. The 
aerodrome at Keraklion, in Crete, and 
the dock and harbour installations at 
Taranto, in Italy, were raided by our 
bomber aircraft during Saturday night. 
Four of our aircraft are missing from 
operations, but two of the pilots are 
safe.’’— (Reuter.) 


ITALIAN CLAIMS 

ROME, Monday.—A special Italian 
communique claims that Axis forces 
have by-passed Acroma and reached the 
Mediterranean coast. The communiqué 
reads :—‘‘ The new phase of the battle 
which began after the fall of Bir 
Hakeim has resulted, after sanguinary 
fighting, in the separation of the 
enemy forces. The Axis forces, 
having by-passed Acroma and 
crossed the coast road—‘the Via 
Balbo ’—have reached the coast. 
All big enemy units which remain to 
the west have been encircled. The 
number of prisoners and the quantity 
of booty cannot be estimated for the 
moment.”’ 


SERIOUS SITUATION 


CAIRO, Monday.—The situation in 
the battle of Libya, if not critical, 
has its serious aspects for the Allies. 
This must always be so while 
Rommel’s forces remain to be dealt 
with—and maintain the dash they have 
shown in the last few days—but it 
should be emphasised that there 1s no 
need for alarm. The armoured battle, 
three weeks old to-morrow, has reached 
its peak of intensity. The losses in- 
curred by both sides were stated here 
to-day to have been ‘‘ very heavy.” 
After four days’ fierce fighting the 
Allies still held the Acroma ‘“‘ box” at 
last Jight yesterday. The Germans 
have been driven back from east of

GERMAN AIMS 


On the eve of the fourth week of 
the biggest armoured battle Libya has 
ever known, it has become clear that 
Allied tank losses have been verv 
heavy. A very heavy toll has also 
been taken of the enemy’s armour. 
Rommel’s panzers lost the first round 
of the fight for Tobruk, and drew the 
second when they held their ground 
in the face of repeated Allied tank 
artillery and air assaults. With plent 
of fight they are to-day pressing nort 
to cut in between Tobruk and Gazala. 

Armoured forces are now revolving 
in a semi-circle around Tobruk. Latest 
reports from the front say that the 
strong points before Tobruk are. still 
in British hands. 

In the west the enemy is pushing 
north in an attempt to deal the 8th 
Army more heavy blows and to isolate 
the troops in the Gazala area. In this 
battle Allied mobile forces are still 
attacking the enemy’s rear, even from 
the south. An enemy thrust east- 
wards, apparently intended to dislocate 
the 8th Army’s communications, was 
thrown back during. Saturday night. 

As long as Acroma, EI Adem and 
the strong Gazala positions are held, 
Tobruk is safe enough. Its perimeter 
defences were yesterday on guard 
against any surprise thrust, mS the 
Royal Air Force were watchful over 
the harbour area.—(Reuter.) 


AIR RAIDS ON SHIPPING 


Flying at .wave-top height, a Spitfire 
squadron ‘yesterday hot up Wippl ig 
off the Dieppe-Le Havre area.

It was highly probable, Senator 
Douglas told: the meeting, that the 
result will be changes in the Order 
which would go a long way to meet 
their most serious difficulties.

TRADE’S DEMAND 


Their demand was that modification 
of the scheme should allow for the 
realisation of sufficient stocks to enable 
the distributive trades to. continue to 
purchase fréely all the clothing and’ 
abrics which they could find. The next 
essential was normal trading in goods 
which were plentiful, so that the dis- 
tributive trades might be able to meet 
their commitments and provide employ- 
ment as long as possible. The should 
also see that no goods which might 
deteriorate, or which were intended for 
summer wear, should be allowed to lie 
in stock, and that coupons should not 
be obligatory in the case of goods 
which were bought or ordered bona fide 
before the Order but were not delivered. 

The tailoring trade was badly hit by 
the provision that it must obtain 
coupons for suits ordered before Tues- 
day last and not delivered. This 
year gas shortage had made the 
tailor’s arrears of work greater 
than usual. The whole list of 
coupons required careful examination. 
Provision should be made for children 
going to boarding schools, children 
leaving school, persons about to be 
married, those requiring special 
uniforms, and for charitable organisa- 
tions who bought materials for free 
distribution to the poor. 


THREAT 


Mr. E. A. McGuire, acting chairman 
of the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade, who 
presided, said. that they were there 
because the livelihood of all had been 
unnecessarily threatened and because 
the supplies of the country were being 
unnecessarily interfered with, If they 
could: get a satisfactory solution they 
were only too willing and anxious to 
go back and continue with their work.

LONDON, Monday — An _ Italian 
communiqué says:—‘‘In the Mediter- 
ranean yesterday there was a violent 
air and naval action with two large 
British convoys strongly escorted.’’

the flanks by numerous units of the 
line and by two aircraft carriers, which 
was sighted by our reconnaissance in 
the early hours of June 13th coming 
from the Atlantic, and again lost sight 
of during the day, was violently 
attacked yesterday by Italian air for- 
mations in the sea between Sardinia 
and Tunis.

In the course of the engage- 
ment two cruisers, one destroyer and 
fouec steamers were sunk. One buattle- 
ship, one aircraft carrier, two cruisers, 
one destroyer and four steamers were 
repeatedly hit by torpedoes and bombs 
and heavily damaged. In the ensuing 
air combat 15 enemy ‘planes were shot 
down in flames. wenty-one Italian 
‘planes did not return to their base.

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FOR SUGAR 
DOUBTS AS TO SUPPLY 


EA and sugar will be brought in 
to the ration-book shortly. 
While sugar will be subjected to the 
same formal rationing as clothing, 
the book will be used merely for the 
re-registration of tea consumers, at 
present, and no coupons will be 
required for tea supplies. i 
tn neither instance will the exist- 
ing ‘‘ration”’ be changed, but the 
possibility of maintaining the sugar 
ration will be considered when more 
specific information is available to 
the Department of Supplies relating 
to the probable yield of this season s 
crop. . 

It is expected that the yield will not 
be satisfactory, having regard to the 
reluctance of the farmers to’ sow beet 
owing to shortage oi artificial manures. 

Administrative arrangements are 
being made for the transfer of the 
commodities to the ration-book. 

' In the case of sugar, it is intended 
to modify the existing scheme so that 
consumers will have to surrender 
coupons, and the supplies to retailers 
will be regulated by the number of 
coupons lodged with them; but house- 
holders will have to register with 
particular retailers, and, — while 
transfers of registration will be 

rmissible, it is learned that house- 
olders will be advised to continue to 
get their supplies from the traders 
with whom they have usually dealt. 
By remaining. with the one retailer, 
they will be doing the one thing most 
likely to ensure their supplies, because, 
otherwise, there would have to be 
adjustments in traders’ supplies with 
consequential dislocation. It is ex- 
pected, however, that with the 
application of the coupons system this 
scheme will be more flexible. 


OUR TEA SUPPLIES 


The same flexibility cannot, however, 
be applied in the rationing of tea, 
because: of the method by which 
supplies come forward. The main part 
of our tea supplies is being delivered 
on the basis of the quantities delivered 
in the twelve months ended June 20, 
1939, and there is no option for this 
country but to accept that system. 
Every wholesale om a3 has a fixed 
quota, and wholesale merchants who 
are not importers have fixed quotas. 
There is only a limited scope for the 
adjustment of these quotas, and, con- 
sequently, it is not possible to go very 
far.in the direction of varying these 
supplies to retailers. It is use of 
this that consumers have been required 
to look for their tea to the traders 
from whom they obtained it in pre-war 
days. No substantial. change in the 
method of rationing can be made, but 
it has been learned that the Minister 
proposes to require the use of the 
ration-books for re-registration _ of 
householders with their retail suppliers, 
and, when re-registration has been 
effected, it is. anticipated that an 
improvement in the control over dis- 
tribution will be achieved, enabling 
more rapid relief to be. afforded in 
those cases where rétailers may have 
insufficient. quantities of tea to meet 
the needs of their customers. 

It is understood, however, that 
consumers will not, for the time being 
at any rate, be required to surrender 
coupons for their tea supplies.

In an air battle 
hetween the dive-bombers and Soviet 
fighters, 16 Russian "planes were said 
to have been brought down, The 
deepest German penetration on the land 
front had been in the Balaclava region, 
the radio added.— (Reuter. ) 


SOVIET OFFENSIVE 
MOSCOW, Monday.— By - passing

The Soviet midnight communiqué 
states:—'‘ During June 15th, in the 
Kharkov direction, our troops repelled 
attacks of enemy tanks and infantry- 
180 German tanks were destroyed or 
damaged. On the Sebastopol sector 
fierce fighting continued. onl 

“During June 14th Soviet aircraft 
destroyed’ or damaged on — various 
sectors 64 German tanks and 220 motor 
yehicles carrying troops and sapplies. 
They also damaged an enemy transport 
and a number of motor boats and*dis- 
persed ant partly annihilated over two 
enemy infantry regiments.’’ 

On the Kharkov front, Soviet Tanks 
inflicted heavy losses. One tank pene- 
trated into enemy positions on one 
sector, destroying ten lorries and dis- 
persing and partly annihilating about 
a battalion of infantry. 14 German 
tanks were destroyed and _ four 
damaged. Four enemy aircraft were 
brought down by our A.-A. batteries.— 
(Reuter.)

In the terrible circumstances of that 
fateful year it was a Pact that could 
not work out even with the best will 
of all who were to be nominated under 
it. And it ignored, or rather hid, the 
important fact that there was an

It did, indeed, take some cognisance 
of the fact that besides the parties to 
the Pact and the independent military 
force owing no allegiance to either 
party to the Pact, there were other 
and civilian elements as Irish, as 
patriotic, and as essential in the Irish 
community as the components of Sinn 
Fein.

Like a number of other candidates 
outside the Panel, I was standing for 
those elements, and, even if there had 
been no such clause in the Pact, I 
should have stood outside the Panel as 


| a civic and national duty as imperative 


as any duty impelling either side of 
the Panel; for there was more than the 
Treaty, or the Republic, or the unity of 
Sinn Fein, or of Dail Eireann, at stake 
that day—there was the right and the 
duty of free and fearless representation 
of the plain, common people of Ireland 
in a democratic assembly that was to 
frame and shape the Irish State in the 
vital years of its FEsste 

That is a consideration that has go 
scant attention from the many nativ 
and foreign commentators and contro- 
versialists who have written on Irish 
affairs since 1921-1922. 


I was very early astir on the morning 
of the election, and all through the 
day, in a Dodge car put freely at my 
disposal by a man who respected my 
stand, I was kept busier than I have 
ever been before or since touring the 
whole constituency, visiting every poll- 
ing booth, inspecting my officers and 
agents and he ving my troops. It 
was a grand experience, and I enjoyed 
it to the full. I had a team of workers 
second to none and a short campaign 
that could not have been better or more 
fruitful. +
